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Lessons From Parank Tales 


One of the rich treasures of Hindu mythology comprises the Puranas. No ancient 
literature of other civilizations contains such a wide spectrum of variegated stories and 
anecdotes. Most of these relate to demons and evil spirits who attained wide ranging powers 
and tended to harass the society and challenge the existing order and balance m the universe. 
The demons, or Asuras as they were called, invoked these powers through penances, obtaining 
boons from gods and then used these boons for their evil deeds. Eventually one of the 
trinity, usually Shiva or Vishnu, had to intenvene directly or indirectly to plan their destruction 
and restore the order. 


Most of us enjoy these tales for their sheer story value. They provide entertaining 
material for movies and T.V. serials. The more religious, among us consider these as an 
essential aspect of Hindu philosophy and belief in the doctrine that virtue eventually prevails 
over evil. The more rational among us read or watch them on the T.V. with an indulgent 
attitude just as we read or watch fairy tales for hilarious entertainment and relaxation. Very 
few of us delve in the allegorical significance of these tales. 


In most of these tales it is an inherent weakness of the demon which is finally exploited 
by gods or their proteges to bring about their destruction. The ingenuity lies in locating that 
weakness and using ways and means to capitalize on that. We are confronted with such a 
situation with our demonic neighbour, Pakistan. For the last fifty years it has tried all 
means, fair and foul, to damage this country. We have beaten it time and again, even tom it 
into two, yet in true demonic tradition of Puranic tales, it has risen again and is inflicting 
wounds now and then. Should we not take a leaf from our Puranas and locate its inherent 
weakness and exploit it to bring its final downfall ? 

One of the major weaknesses of Pakistan is that it wants to compete with us, eyeball 
to eyeball, in armaments to claim parity or even superiority. Z.A. Bhutto declared after 
Pokharan I that Pakistan would make a nuclear bomb even if it had to "eat grass". They are 
now almost eating grass, with economic crisis looming large. In fact one of the major 
reasons that Pakistan Prime Minister had to rush to China and U.S. to bail himself out from 
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ne Kargil debacle was the danger of a prolonged war which would result in its economic 
ollapse, since IMF and other financial agencies would no longer come to its rescue. Pokharan 
I brought it to the brink of bankruptcy. Therein lies the inherent weakness of the demon, 
ts reckless weaponisation without corresponding industrial and economic base. 

In order to destroy Pakistan, the only way is to exploit this weakness. We have to 

encourage an arms race by a propaganda blitz, that we have acquired A, B,C.capacity, 

whether we have or not. That will force Pakistan to attempt the same and it will have to pay 
through its nose and may also invite global sanctions. This is what happened to erstwhile 
Soviet Union which landed in an unequal arms race with U.S., without a corresponding 
economic strength. It is a myth that a strong Pakistan is a better guarantee of its peaceful 
behaviour. We have to ensure an economically bankrupt Pakistan so that the ethnic conflicts 
within it get accentuated. Eventually Pakistan's sponsorship of fundamentalist terrorism 
may result in laying its own hands on itself, like Bhasmasur and getting reduced to ashes.

MOTI LAL SAQI, A DISTINGUISHED WRITER 


Moti Lai Saqi, a distinguished writer, 
poet and scholar was born in 1936 and 
belonged to a lower middle class family of 
Razdans of Mahnoor village. He received his 
early education in village schools and 
obtained Degree in Arts from J&K University 
in 1964. He was influenced from his teacher- 
poet, Abdul Ahad Azad, a contemporary of 
Mahjoor and author of Kashmir Zaban Aur 
Shayiri. From his booyhood Saqi began to 
compose poetry in Kashmiri. He and another 
Kashmiri poet of his age and nearby village 
Arij were two young poets from Tehsil 
Chadoora who used to participate in the 
meetings of Cultural Conference and recite 
their poems in mid fifties. 

Shri Saqi's main forte was Rubai, but 
he wrote Ghazals, poems and Vachun with 
ease and lustre. In Kashmiri literature, his 
poems are considered contribution for their 
insight into- the problems of modern 
existence, attempt at understanding the 
human condition, contemplative lyricism and 
controlled diction. 

He started his career as a Village Level 
Worker. He got ample opportunity to travel 
all over the Valley and know his people and 
environment. He joined Academy of Art, 
Culture and Languages in 1972-73 to serve 
in Dictionary Section but retired as Editor, 
Kashmiri Encyclopedia. In between he 
served in Radio Kashmir, Srinagar, for a few

years where his contribution in writing scripts 
for 'Kashkar Bayan Hutid Programme' was 
of immense importance as the proper 
Kashmiri names of the varities of crops, seeds 
seedlings, methodological terms of 
agricultural processes were used for the first 
time with which common agriculturist was 
fully acquainted. He had full background of 
agriculture, horticulture and floriculture. This 
is reflected in his last poetry collection 
'Neeri-i-Nagma' containing 100 Quatrains, 
several poems, Ghazals and verses devoted 
to environment. His vocabulary of proper and 
original Kashmiri names of shrubs, flowers 
and fauna, now slowly forgotten is an added 
contribution in the volume of poems. 

Shri Saqi collected and edited 5 
volumes of Kashmiri Folk Songs brought out 
by the Cultural Academy. He has edited and 
compiled works of Parmanand in two 
volumes, Soofi Shayiri in two volumes, 
Kalam-e-Sheikh-ul-Alam in one collection. 
This last one was the most authentic version 
of the Shrukhs and poems of Nunda Reshi 
and improvement over all the published 
Noomamas, till date. He was able to decipher 
most of the archaic words used in the Kalam. 
He also compiled and edited complete works 
of Samad Mir—A Soofi poet of the present 
century. 

After his appointment in the Academy, 
Saqi had to work on several projects, but, his 






significant contribution is in three volumes 
of Encyclopaedia Kashmiriana. These 
' volumes are devoted to Kashmiriology 
Historical places, Archeology, Temples, 
Mosques, Gompas, Handicrafts etc. Saqi 
devotedly worked for the project and was 
keen to see these volumes published. 
Unfortunately, the Academy has not included 
the important portion on Bronze Images of 
Kashmir and similar sculptures in the volume 
devoted to the Handicrafts. 

Shri Saqi was a known folk-Iorist and 
wrote on many subjects concerning Kashmiri 
life, folk tales, songs and riddles etc. As a 
prose writer he must have written more than 
200 articles, both in Kashmiri and Urdu 
which got published in Academy journals 
from time to time. 

A romantic poem by him when sung 
by Khalil Mohamrriad of Wathora in Qawali 
style made him veiy popular during Bakshi 
Ghulam Mohammad regime. When 
broadcast over the Radio, "GaneematSham- 
e Gum Rozia Na Rozia" made him known to 
every listener-urbanite and ruralite. His first 
book of poems was "Modhuri-Khwab ". It 
was his second book of poems "Mansar", for 
which he received Sahitya Akademi Award 
in 1981. Shri Saqi was a regular broadcaster 
telecaster and script-writer. His serials 
concerned old Kashmiri poets, their 
contribution, Kashmiriology, Archeology 
and History. Reading and writing remained 
his main pursuits. A simple man, true at heart, 
he was living a simple life like a saint. He 
was always on the look out for books on 
Kashmir, its history, archeology, culture, art, 


architecture, literature, philosophy and 
rhetorics etc. Exile was a great shock to him. 
His Kashmiri poem Mcirsia translated into 
Hindi as well, will be rememberered for a 
• long time. A few lines from the poem could 
be translated as under:— 

Do you recognise me ? 

Me ? Whom half of Kashmir knew 
well. 

While walking dozens of hands would 
shake 

And warm my palms, and now. 

In this market no-body knows me. 

When seen by shopkeepers 

They enquire and murmur 

Whose dead-body has risen from the 
grave. 

Had I been destined to be killed, 

Alas! After saluting Sehjanand once. 

For his contribution to Kashmiri 
language and literature Shri Saqi was 
awarded Padam Shri. When it was 
announced, I remember some of the high- 
ups in the State Govt, were taken aback and 
surprised. They were keen to find out the 
agency which had nominated him for the 
Award. He was not recommended by the 
State. After all he was a KP. 

Shri Saqi was associated with many 
literary and cultural organizations. Some of 
them were Azad Literary-Cultural Forum, 
Kashmir Cultural Organisation, Adb Market 
Kamraz and after the displacement with 

SAMPRATI of Jammu. 

Shri Saqi published his last book 
^AagarNeib" in 1998. It is a book containing 








his articles giving information of the sources 
of ancient past of Kashmir and its history 
which will help in re-writing history of 
Kashmir., 

Shri Saqi had intentions to translate 
Kalhan into Kashmiri. I do not know if he 
had completed any Tarnaga. He once told 
me that he had written his autobiography as 
well.

To sum up, Shri Saqi was a poet, 
scholar, editor, folk lorist anthologist, and 
indologist in his own way. He will be 
remembered for his contribution to Kashmiri 
language, literature and folk-lore. Best tribute 
to him would be to have his books on our 
shelves and read them too and also cultivate 
the habit of reading literature among our new 
generation.

Obituary of a Simple Man |

I will not claim any close personal 
relationship with Shri Moti Lai Saqi. I have 
seen him in various literary functions. I knew 
him before that also. But I confess, I knew 
Moti Lai Saqi—the poet in our exile only. 
His personality never created awe in me 
despite his enviable literary heights. He was 
urbanised to the core of his heart both in his 
dress and speech. His urbane sensibility never 
left him and his poetry is the expression of 
his urbanity in all its shades and colours. 

He started his poetic career with 
romantic feelings—quite natural to a poet in 
the beginning but soon he realised that 
romanticism was a tide of his youth in him. 
It would not last any longer. He forgot his 
individuality as a wave and merged himself 
in the ocean of mysticism. It remained with 
him for ever. No doubt, he associated himself 
with the Progressive movement of Kashmiri 
literature but with certain reservations. He 
was not a fashionable type of writer who 
wrote without conviction. He never believed 
in literary extravaganza but wrote with sheer 
simplicity. His simplicity is a virtue of his 
intellect and not a default of his style or 
personality. I have read most of his poetry 
in exodus. His main aim is to communicate 
his poetic feelings and experiences without 
any concealment. He; never believed in 
undertones and kept doing loud thinking till 
the last breath of his life. This, unhypocritical 
attitude towards life and literature makes him 
a true genuine poet. He may not be a great 
poet like Nadim and Rahi, but he certainly is 
one of the representative poets of .Kashmir. 


Exodus of Kashmiri Pandits from their 
Home-Land has given new horizons to Indian 
literature in general and Koshur literature in 
particular. The subject matter related to 'exile' 
has found maiden expression in the writings 
of contemporary Kashmir writers including 
those wiiters too who write in Hindi, English 
and Urdu. Nostalgia is the chief characteristic 
of such writings. The various hardships faced 
and the political discrimination experienced 
find major expression in the writing of exiled 
writers. 

Moti lal Saqi displays his shock and 
bewilderment in his poems. He laments on 
the fate of his brethren. A long poem called 
'Marsiya' meaning mourning deserves 
special attention. In this poem he has 
documented the turbulent times in which he. 
and his refugee brothers are going through 
at present. A few lines of this long poem are 
quoted to prove my observation. 

These are the new untouchables of our 
Democracy 

Schools & colleges closed for them 
Blamed that 

They are bom in Kashmir 
Have drunk waters from the Vitasta 
and enjoyed the shade of Chinars. 

Now under a hot sky 
In tattered tents, 

Facing rough weather 
has become their destiny now. 

Apart from poetry Moti Lal Saqi also 
wrote a flowing prose. It is believed that prose 













is the real test of a good poet. The 
unhappening may happen and his poetry 
forgotten but not his prose. His prose is the 
mirror of Kashmir. Moti Lai Saqi was a living 
Encyclopaedia of Kashmir History.,It is not 
surprising if he was made editor of 'KOSHUR 
Encyclopaedia 'by the cultural Academy. His 
contribution to three volumes of Koshur 
Encyclopaedia is unforgettable and enough 
for his posterity. He was a writer with clear 
historical conscience. He loved his roots and 
travelled often, alone to distant paths of his 
glorious past. He lived in the grandeur of his 
ancestral history and gained his strength to 
write. Presently, he was shocked with the 
cultural genocide of Kashmir and voiced his 
concern in literary meetings and discussions. 
He wanted to write a comprehensive history 
of Kashmir culture but it could not be so. 
Death snatched him from us. 

During the last years of his life he was 
more energetic and left some unpublished 
works. His translation of Kalhan's Chronicle 
'Raj Tarangni' is one- such unpublished 
voluminous work. 'Aagur Neb' recently 
published book of historical essays will be a 
guide and reference to the future scholars on 
Kashmir.

A few years ago, I had taped my 
conversation with him at his Talab Tiloo 
Residence. I would like to reproduce that in 
question answer style for the benefit of our 
readers: 

Q. How has militancy and subsequent 
exodus of Kashmiri Pandits affected 
Koshur literature. 

Ans. It has created polarisation on 
communal lines in Kashmiri literature. 
It is shocking to note that none raised 
his voice against it in Kashmir. Neither 
the writers nor the journalists. 
Journalists are more to be blamed as 
they are the opinion makers of Society. 
They in fact contributed more towards 
hatred and nonsensical violence. 
Kashmiri Pandit was a victim of 
circumstances. He did not react against 
any person or group of persons but laid 
his finger on the whole scenario that 

forced his exile from the Valley.

Infact this process of polarisation had 
already started in Kashmir before 
eruption of militancy. It could be felt 
in the literary evaluation of poets like 
Parmanand, Krishen Joo Razdan and 
Prakash Ram. 










Q. The readership of Kashmiri 
literature is non existent. Is it 
because Urdu has been adopted as 
the state language ? 

Ans. This is a very interesting and important 
question. I believe that the rulers of the 
state adopted Urdu as the state 
language only to serve their interests. 
They never bothered about the 
language as such-whether Urdu or 
Kashmiri. They derived political gains 
out of it. The worst thing they could do 
to Urdu in Kashmir was to link it with 
religion. Infact the linguistic policy of 
Kashmir was never followed on 
cultural lines. Urdu, no doubt is our 
state language but English continues to 
be our main library language. 

Q. Kashmiri has borrowed its script 
from Persian. Should it not revert to 
its original script "SHARDA" or 
adopt 'Devnagri' to reach more 
people ? 

Ans. Language and script should not be 
communalised. I condemn any such 
act. Script is just the carrier of language 
and nothing more. I would say in 
choice and selection of script, scientific 
outlook should be adopted. 

Q. Are you satisfied with the literary 
translation of Nund Reshi and Lai 
Ded? 

Ans. Not at all. The translators have been 
very cruel to both these poets. For ideal 
translation, the translator must rise to 


Q. Would you like to comment on the 
Progressive Movement of Kashmiri 
literature ? 

Ans. Well it was adopted in Kashmir more 
as, a literay fashion and less as an 
ideological conviction. Moreover, the 
label "Progressive" earned for 
Kashmiri writers a better job, high 
favours with politicians and other allied 
benefits. Let me say, writers made a 
trade of it. Those days literature became 
a career of slogan shouting people. 

Q. Do you isolate yourself from this 
Movement ? 

Ans. Not in a way. I was there with the * 
movement but with a reservation : I 
could never compromise for a moment 
on the metaphysical aspect of this 
universe. I have believed throughout the 
presence of that supernatural power 
which governs this world. 

Q. If you are asked to define the term 
'Progressive' how will you define it. 

Ans. I will say, "Progressive" means concern 
for human values and scientific 
advancement. It should not be a 
monoploy of any party or sect. 

Q. Would you advise a writer to join 
politics ? 

Ans. No. Instead he should isolate himself 
from party politics and act as a watch¬ 
dog to set things right. 

Q. On return to Kashmir what shall you 
do first ?

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Concerned about youngsters in the Community

Since migration from Kashmir valley, 
Kashmiri Pandit Community as a whole is 
damaging its identity day by day. The well- 
wishers and guardians of our community are 
concerned and worried to see the moral 
degradation of the community members 
around in general and among youngsters in 
particular. Besides having bad and evil habits, 
our young generation is getting and indulging 
in alcohol, drug and in physical, emotional 
and sexual abuse. Unfortunately such soft of 
evil and bad habits begin and start within the 
family circle, remain socially hidden first, but 
later, leave deep scars if not checked and 
controlled inmediately. 

There are boys and girls to be found in 
our community who present the typical cases 
of physical and emotional abuses by their 
own parents, who still do not bother to see 
where their children are getting wrong. Such 
parents are generally working class people, 
and exert extreme pressure on their children 
to do well in their studies in their absence of 
supervision and guidance. Such parents who 
call themselves so-called educated and 
civilised create bitterness among their 
children. They deny them to go to social and 
religious gatherings to learn ethical and moral 
values there or even do not allow to go to 
play; they make them to sit alone in a room 
to complete the days quota of studies of 
school and of private tuition crossing the line 
between discipline and cruelty. Unfortunately 
the role of teachers in present educational 
system is not a fair one. They have made their

teaching profession commercialised just like 
medical profession both being noble ones 
meant to serve humanity at large. Having 
such unfavourable atmosphere around, such 
children get self destructive and down 
grading potentials and the number is 
increasing surprisingly day by day. 

In other instances such students both 
boys and girls suffer from such abuses during 
school days, the fear of punishment both at 
school and home make them to 'fall in line" 
and to "adapt" with horrible results. Unable 
to find anyone they can turn to for help even 
at thecost of their respect and lives. Such 
cases we see elsewhere also as these are 
global, but our community that believes in 
traditional, ethical and moral values of life 
needs to recognise that an alarming number 
of young people in our community live with 
this crisis and need support on a continuing 
basis, otherwise it will have bad results on 
the coming posterity of our community. 

Our community believes in educating 
our children at any cost and encountering 
many students of physical, emotional and 
sexual abuse during the course of their studies 
particularly in big cities in professional and 
other colleges, is today, a subject of relevance 
to our community. The absence of emotional 
support to the victims of abuse will prove 
stark. Nobody in the family or even in our 
community is willing to confront the problem 
including the parents of the victims. This is 


a cause of deep shame. The lasting impact 
of abuse is manifest in a victim's difficulty 














in handling normal relationships. Later on 
they crave, want and seek connselling 
services to mend themselves, particularly 
from their parents and from the members of 
their community. Some seek even the loving 
touch or hug from their intolerable parents 
who ignored them in their childhood. Some 
convince themselves that they can do without 
living in the community. Others get married 
outside their community and some launch 
into extra-marital relations. They cannot 
handle disappointments and difficulties. They 
will get vulnerable, aggressive sensitive and 
suspicious, out-caste, and often over-react to 
situations and people and will have a low- 
self esteem, if not checked and kept under 
supervision and control. Survival seems to 
depend on something more just than having 
the right treatment. It is written in Adi Granth, 
"Filth on hands, feet and body may be 
washed off with water, clothes fouled by dirt 


may be washed with soap, the mind fouled 
by sin and evil may only be cleansed by 
devotion to God." The holy Bible declares. 
"Blessed are the pure in heart, for they shall 
see God," Laws of Manu state."

Dharma is a faith in God— 
Consciousness and in commands thereof 
embodied in Holy books for purification of 
innerself and to tread on the path towards the 
truth i.e. self-realization or God realization 
Dharma is the science of spiritualism, the 
instruments of which are faith, Yoga, 
meditation and to surrender the self to the 
pivot around which the whole universe 
revolves.

Dharma is righteous living polished by five 
organs of action—five elements of senses five 
precepts of senses besides mind-intuition and 
“I-consciousness”. 

Swami Vivekananda has said that each 
individual has one theme in life, which is at 
its centre and in India religious life forms 
that centre. 

Emerson has also said, “The Hindu 
thought suggests that our life is an 
apprenticeship to the Truth that around every 
circle another circle can be drawn.” 

Vigyan, on the other hand, maintains 
that God is a reflection of imagination, 
Dharma a fabrication of myth, a creation of 
mysterious mind besides jugglery of priests. 
It says that human life is the result of 
evolution and there is no supernatural force 
to cause creation—protection and destruction 
of the universe. 


to God consciousness beginning from animal 
level existence to super consciousness & 
Bliss (Param Ananda). This is transparent in 
the words of Munier William as under:— 

“The Hindus were Spinozates 2000 
years before Spinozates; Darwians many 
centuries before Darwin and evolutionists 
before the doctrine of evolution had been 
accepted by the scientists.” 

Undoubtedly, Vigyan has given us 
enormous better living-comforts and 
luxuries. It is Vigyan that has brought a sea 
change in our living conditions by the 
exploitation of natural resources; but the 
source of force controlling those gifts is still 
unknown to it. Besides science makes a 
mockery of Dharma as well as God. They 
declare spiritualism a myth despite the efforts 
of Swami Vivekananda, Sri Auro- 
bindo-Swami Chidananda, who delved into 
the sea of Truth and were applauded as*the 
managers of Humanism; and Vedic Dharma 
here and abroad. It is no wonder, then, that 
the West was improved by Vedic teachings 
and ancient civilization of Vedic age. None 
the less, with the lust for materialism, the 
value of Humanism began to decay and is 
considered simply ain obligation and reduced 
to a mere formality. 

The present day change in thinking of 
Historians and scholars has explored that 
India as a civilization; both ethnic & literary 
existed thousands of years before Aryans. 
This thought reflects that the oldest

civilization with Vedic. Dharma as the oldest 
faith and Vedic Literature as the oldest 
literature flourished on the banks of 
Saraswati. It shall not be, therefore out of 
place to say that Vedas are the mother of other 
faiths and also the fountain of Vigyana. 

Dharma, having dwindled due to events 
of history and flourishing of Vigyana, has not 
decayed & is still significant among certain 
circles, no doubt, as a form of worship of 
deities and that too to please them for 
personal worldly gains. 

From modern Astronomy, we learn 
about solar system, Zodiac ecliptic, planets 
etc. and form the opinion that Vigyana has 
done a wonderful job. Zodiac is said to be a 
broad band of light in the Heavens. Vigyana 
treats it as an imaginary circle of360° divided 
into 12 parts of 30° each. The Zodiac is 
known as BACHAKRA in Sanskrit. As such 
science worked on the spiritual experiences 
of ancient sages and by means of instruments 
while Spiritualists explored the heaven by 
their intuition coupled with divine Grace.

(the eternal happiness). It was by the strength 
of spiritual practices that Vigyana of 


Astrology was explored thousands of years 
ago by Parasra; the father of Vyasji, the 
author of Vedas. It is the view of scholars 
that solar system was established in Vedas 
3000 years before Copernicus. 

There are various other similarities in 
scriptures of ancient times to authenticate that 
science worked on those theories established 
in Vedas by the science of spiritualism 
thousands of years ago. The ancient sages 
had not only explored the heaven and heavenly 
bodies but also predicted or established their 
effects on the earth and life on it.

Science without religion is lame and 
religion without science is blind.'’ 

In 1995 “sipping of milk by Idols” 
spread like wild fire and arrested large 
gatherings at temples to witness the truth or 
otherwise. The subject became a talk of the 
day between the people of faith & science. 









The former treated it as a divine miracle 
while the latter turned it down as ambiguity 
and illusion. However, the scientists and 
philosophers who also attended the sites told 
that the matter was subject to observation— 
experiments and research. Vigyan, the father 
of modern inventions, could not broom off 
the illusion, (as it was called) in the minds 
and heads of the people. 

It is here that Vigyan does not exceed 
the limits of Gyana (knowledge) the 4th stage 
of man's evolution from animal stage as 
elucidated in Vedic philosophy to enter into 
5th & last stage of Bliss (Param Ananda). 

Vigyan is the giver of worldly .joys and 
not the true happiness which, infact is beyond 
its access. Law of nature is above the limits 
of wonders of Vigyana, which surveyed the 
Moon and the Mars but could not comment 
upon their effects on the earth and the 
inhabitants on it thereof. Vigyan observed the 
Mars unlike the earth; which was the view 
of the ancients, who called it (’jfa ^) son 
of the earth after conducting survey of 
Heaven & Heavenly bodies by spiritual 
practices. 

Medical Science, the present stage of 
.evolution of Ayurveda has shown wonderful 
results of its experiments. But to cure sorrow 
and infuse happiness are beyond its reach as 
both are won-physical unlike. “Inner self’ 
in the body. “Innerself ’ is the real self i.e.' 
combination of precepts of senses coupled 
with mind, intellect and consciousness. This 
combination is known as Prakrati or Nature. 
Vigyan can cure a physical body but not 
Prakrati or nature for which the cure is faith, 
meditation and Yoga. It shall not be out of 


place to mention that medical science has, 
now, recognized. Yoga as remedy for various 
diseases. As such I venture to say that 
Vigyana, though of great importance, is at 
the fourth stage of evolution while Dharama 
is at the 5th & the last stage. By Dharma I do 
not mean to renounce the world and adopt 
penance. Dharma means to live without 
attachment, hate, greed, fear, anger and ego 
and to think that God is indweller in the body 
and He is always with us, while we are at 
office factory, establishment laboratory or in 
the field. He is always with us to lead us to 
happiness, which should be the purpose of 
life. 

Shri Satlal ji Razdan, a renowned, 
teacher philosopher has rightly justified that 
religion & science are the two wheels of the 
cart of universe & both are complementary 
to each other to derive the fruit of health, 
wealth & happiness. 

I conclude with the words of an 
anonymous sage of ancient times as under. 

(Omkara with Bindu is meditated upon 
by yogins regularly. 

I bow to Omkara, the giver of joys and 
eternal bliss.

Dharama and Vigyana to tailor eternal 
happiness & worldly joys for making God's 
creation healthy & happy.

| WAY TO ATTAIN A/lUKHTi (SALVATION) |

To realise the problem of individualised 
ego (Jiva) and its absolute freedom (Mukhti) 
from the prison of bondages, it is a must for a 
seeker to know how this problem has come into 
being. To know this he has, therefore, to question 
himself. 

r. Who is this Jiva caught in the prison of 
bondages and wants to be free now? 

2. What wrong has he done and is therefore 
caught? 

3. Has he ever tried to realise the truth and 
know the reasons because of which he has 
been suffering during the process of 
continued numberless births and rebirths. 
The reply will be in affirmative only after 
one has gone through the various material 
experiences of joys, sorrows and finally 
wants to be freed soul. In repeated births, 
an individulised ego (Jiva) gathers 
numberless experiences and because of his 
ignorance (Avidya) he gets confused and 
goes on struggling to earn and spend, to 
accept and reject, to possess and to give 
up. In this process of struggle one day he 
feels tired and gets a higher thinking stage. 
He feels that this mind has become callous 
by the way it lives. It has become deeply 
insensitive and there is therefore, necessity 
of making it completely sensitive and also 
extraordinarily intelligent. 

He questions himself. What is life? 
Why am I bom? What is life's aim? Is there not 
in it a perfection to be achieved? Is life only a 
duration between birth and death? Is not 
perfection the goal for the imperfect (Jiva). Is 
not Atman itself a pure light of consciousness 
called Divine consciousness, free from all 
bondages of life? He therefore, thinks of the 
spiritual growth which is not possible wihout 
sincere Sadhna .because Atman which is pure 
consciousness itself, has according to Shiv 
Philosphy three coverings/dirts-namely Anavmal 
Karam mal and Mayamal and these dirts are* to 
be removed. In Patanjali Yoga Darshan reference 
is made to Yoga practices (Ashtang Yoga) which 


the man should practise in daily life. (Yama, 
Nyma, Asan-Prana-Yam prethar, Dhyan-Dharna, 
and Samadhi) together with spritual discipline 
and techniques of meditation. These enable the 
seeker to achieve knowledge of godhead, and are 
amply explained. But to understand and practise 
all these eight limbs of Yoga is not possible 
without a Yoga teacher. 

Therefore a simple Sadhana which the 
seeker can easily own and practise in his daily 
life for achieving the goal called path of 
distinction is given below :— 

1. Know.thyself as an immortal soul and be 
fully confident that you are neither the 
body nor this body is yours. ^ 

2. Have trust in Divine being and be devoted 
and dedicated to this Supreme being. 

3. Do not consider yourself doer of any 
action/deed and do actions for the sake of 
duty without any self motive. 

4. Be self controlled and have your action, 
organs and sense perceptions fully 
controlled. 

5. Have contentment and be ever happy under 
all the circumstances. 

6. Be well wisher of others and always 
appreciate your bad qualities and good 
qualities of others. 

7. Be truthful always and speak sweet 
language and never utter a bad word. 

8. Be pious in thinking, speaking and acting. 

9. Never be greedy and do not be jealous of 
other's wealth/property. 

1(^ Consider every thing living and non-living 
God sent and hence property of God. 

11. Study the sacred books and Divine 
scriptures like Bhagwat Geeta, Books on 
Vedanta Philosophy and Shiva Philosophy 
for validation of practical knowledge you 
have gained while practising the foresaid 
Sadhna. 

12 . Besides Sat Sang be always busy in Kirtan 
and Bajan. Have discourses on Yoga 
Shastm-which' s awareness about truth and 
transfer of human consciousness into 
Divine consciousness. 








Meditations 


One [igfit that lights all life 


“Him the sun does not illumine nor the 
moon, nor the stars, nor the lightening—nor 
verily, fire, kindled upon the earth. He is the one 
light that gives light to all. He is shining, 
everthing shines.”—Kathopanishad 

“If there be the effulgence of a thousand suns 
bursting forth all at once in the heavens, even 
that would hardly approach the splendour of the 
mightly Lord”—nuclera scientist j. Robert 
Oppenhemer (1904-1967), the technical chief of 
the Manhattan project. The American atomic 
bomb assignment broke his stunned silence 
reciting this Sanskrit verse from the Gita 
describing the impact of the world's first nuclear 
testing at Zero Hill (Las Almos) in New Mexico 
desert on July 16,1945. Then he changes over to 
another sloka of Gita—“I am Death, that snatches 
all and the origin of all that shall be.” 

The war-weary world had already seen this 
merciless and unsparing aspect of God for six 
years at a stretch of World War II. To cap it all 
now they were to realise'the veracity of 
Oppenheimer’s horrible pronoucement on August 
6 and 9, 1945 at Hiroshima and nagasaki 
respectively. After all there is some philosophical 
implication in Joseph Stalin's remarks: “One 
death may be a tragedy, a million is merely a 
statistic”. Buddha could never have afforded a 
smile at this nuke test but the reactions of Krishna 
could be a matter of study. 

The Christian concept of an all-merciful,.all- 
loving and all-benevolent God, which any way 
suited the first world only, was already tinder fire 
since the first Great War (1914-1919). Only thd' 
words of Yama, the King of Death in 
Kathopanishad—“Sages and Heroes are his 
food, and death is the very spice of his banquet" 
seemed pregnant with wisdom, from Northern 
Europe to South-East Asia. So might have felt 
the altruistic princeton professor Albert Einstein 
from whose billion dollar brain had sprouted the 
root formula of atomic annihilation, E=mc2 and 


destiny made him to write to President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt for making nuclear preparations. 
So might have thought Oppenhiemer who wanted 
to become a poet but destiny anointed him as the 
high priest of mass destruction. 

Trimurti or the Trinity Brahma-Vishnu- 
Mahes, is the testimony to high maturity of Hindi 
philosophy that resolved the cosmic existence 
in terms of Creation-Preservation-Destruction. 
Though psychologicaly there is immense truth 
in the assertion that destruction is the resort of a 
defeated mind, yet our seers rightly recognised 
that destruction is inherent in creation itself. We 
spiritual infants feel elated at admiration, joyous 
at victory, comforted in love and care and start 
weeping in detah, cry in discomfiture and break 
herats over separation. After all we are not gods. 
We are like baffled Arjuna, embattled by myriad 
imperfections in the war field of Kurukshetra. 
But when krishna revealed to Arjuna his 
Vishwarupa (the Cosmic image) the ambidexter 
Aryan hero realised that the all-encompassing 
God is infinitely multifarous to be encaged in 
our little conceptions of merciful and cruel entity. 

Arjuna saw as if three worlds and triple time 
formed and annihilated within the formidable 
Lord's mouth. He says—“I see you without 
beginning, middle or end, possessing unlimited 
prowess and- endowed with numberless arms,, 
having the moon and the sun for Your eyes, and 
blazing fire for your mouth, and scorching this 
universe ^with Yotir radiance (Ch-1/19). And 
again, “Yonder space between heaven and earth 
and all the quartes are entirely filled by You alone. 
Seeing this transcendence, dreadful Form of 
Yours, O Soul of the universe, all the three worlds 
feel greatly alarmed (Ch-11/20). If we also can 
feel God that way, we would realise the eternity 
and inifinity of the Divine in their complete 
dynamism with a sagely maturity.

He will be remembered for a long time to come as an obedient 
son to his urbane and soft spoken father, as a loving husband and a doting father and above 
all a polished, cultured knowledgeable and intelligent human being.
